c) welding the sheet members together vertically to fix upper and lower sheet 
members with respect to one another, said welding comprising locally heating a region 
of the sheet members near a predetermined cutting line bv frictional heat generated bv 
contact between the sheet members and a knife or a punch of a cutting head, wherein 
the region is a seam allowance of pattern pieces[[,]] or a region outside the seam 
allowance a ll owanc e , n e ar a cutt i ng li n e bv fr i ctiona l h e at b e tw ee n th e sh ee t m e mb e rs 
and a kn i fe or a punch of a cutt i ng hood, to wo l d the shoot members together vert i ca ll y 
to f i x upp e r and l ow e r sh ee t m e mb e rs ; and 
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d) after performing step c, cutting the sheet members along the [[a]] 
predetermined cutting line , wherein the predetermined cutting line extends along the 
pattern pieces.--.
